S  no  report  of  the  CHILDREN'S  PLAYGROUND  ASSOCIA- 
TION has  been  made  since  the  year  1910,  this  statement  of  the 
activities  conducted  during  the  past  season  is  issued  that  those 
interested  in  the  Work  may  know  of  its  present  status  and  may 
realize  the  necessity  for  its  improvement  and  extension. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  work  has  grown  very  considerably  dur- 
ing the  past  three  years.  The  number  of  playgrounds  has  been  increased  and 
the  hours  and  seasons  lengthened.  Street  games  have  been  conducted  when 
playgrounds  were  not  available  and  recreation  centres  for  working  girls  have 
been  opened  during  the  winter. 

The  Training  School  becomes  a  more  important  part  of  our  work  each 
year.  Efficient  service  is  more  necessary  in  this  work  than  is  generally  sup- 
posed. Some  years  ago  a  course  of  instruction  was  found  to  be  positively 
indispensable.  W  e  now  employ  102  directors  and  have  many  requests  for 
play  leaders  from  the  counties  and  from:  institutions. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  gratification  that  our  Association  was  able  to  con- 
duct so  many  places  of  recreation  with  a  comparatively  small  income  ;  that 
with  a  large  attendance  on  the  playgrounds,  the  cost  per  child  has  been 
reduced  to  about  two  cents.  The  policy  has  been,  in  fact,  to  place  under 
good  supervision  as  many  of  the  city's  children  as  possible,  whether  suitable 
grounds  and  equipment  for  play  were  available  or  not.  Vacant  lots  and 
streets  are  used  when  nothing  better  is  at  hand.  Restricted  means  have  dic- 
tated this  method  and  good  directors,  who  have  often  given  their  services 
without  pay,  have  made  it  possible ;  but  the  time  has  arrived  when  some 
attention  must  be  given  to  the  improvement  of  the  work  already  established 
and  support  must  be  secured  for  this  as  well  as  for  its  extension.  Little  need 
be  said  of  the  necessity  of  more  and  better  playgrounds.  There  are  children 
in  the  streets  at  all  times,  but  especially  in  summer  evenings,  and  the  pres- 
ence in  the  Juvenile  Court  of  so  many  boys  whose  only  offense  is  their  desire 
for  active  amusement,  is  demonstration  enough  of  the  necessity  of  more 
playgrounds  and  better  supervision. 

Only  a  small  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  recreation  centre  work  in 
Baltimore.  The  use  of  the  school  houses  for  social  purposes  inaugurates  an 
economical  management  of  municipal  funds,  and  develops  a  neighborhood 
spirit  in  a  thoroughly  democratic  way.  Through  the  physical  exercises,  folk 
dances,  clubs,  and  Camp  Fires,  conducted  in  these  centres,  the  solution  of  the 
adolescent  girl  problem  is  becoming  less  difficult,  and  in  these  days,  when  the 
dangers  of  the  social  evil  are  receiving  their  proper  recognition,  due  emphasis 
should  be  put  on  constructive  work,  that  the  difficult  task  of  rescue  may  be 
lightened  by  prevention. 

A  material  factor  in  the  success  of  the  playgrounds  has  been  the  sym- 
pathetic and  intelligent  co-operation  of  the  municipal  officials  and  their  depart- 
ments, and  the  backing  given  the  movement  by  the  press.  Indeed,  as  this  state- 
ment shows,  the  Playground  Association  has  a  strong  foundation  in  the  support 
given  by  the  community.  Any  accomplishment  of  real  value  is  due  to  its  help 
and  interest  and  the  achievements  of  the  future  demand  not  alone  financial 
assistance  from  city  and  individuals  but  the  intelligent  interest  and  co-operation 
that  is  so  essential  to  work  of  this  kind.

The  activities  of  the  Playground  Association  extend  through  the  entire  year, 
but  are  mostly  evidenced  during  the  summer  months  when  the  children  are  with- 
out the  supervision  which  is  given  by  the  schools  and  when  the  hot  weather  keeps 
them  on  the  streets  for  so  many  hours  of  the  day. 

In  the  past  year.  1912,  the  actual  attendance  for  the  summer  was  506,606 
children,  at  an  average  cost  per  child  attending  of  two  cents. 

The  Park  Board,  alive  to  the  value  of  the  playground  work,  has  consistently 
and  generously  co-operated  with  the  Association  in  extending  the  usefulness  of 
the  Park  Playgrounds.

The  work  of  the  Playground  Association  is  intended  to  cover  every  section 
of  the  city;  but  in  many  places,  particularly  in  the  most  congested  sections,  there 
are  no  spaces  available  for  play  purposes.  Hence  resort  is  made  to  the  streets, 
where  under  the  guidance  of  trained  leaders,  the  children  are  gathered  together 
and  taught  games  and  dances.

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The  present  headquarters  at  408  Cathedral  street  can  no  longer  accommodate 
the  office  force  necessary  for  the  work  of  the  Association.  The  difficult  problem 
of  obtaining  larger  quarters  without  encroaching  upon  the  income  has  been  solved 
by  the  purchase  of  the  dwelling,  No.  7  East  Mulberry  street,  which  has  been 
bought  for  a  very  moderate  price  and  will  need  but  few  alterations  and  repairs. 

At  the  time  the  Association  moved  from  its  office  in  the  Wilson  Building,  it 
was  paid,  as  a  bonus  for  relinquishing  its  lease,  the  sum  of  $1,000.00.  This 
amount  has  been  kept  intact  and  will  now  be  expended  for  these  alterations.  The 
interest  on  purchase  money  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  will  amount  to  little,  if 
any,  more  than  is  now  paid  for  rent. 

There  will  be  ample  space  for  the  proper  arrangement  of  Field  and  Execu- 
tive Departments,  which  should  be  on  separate  floors,  for  a  large  assembly  room 
and  for  the  storing  of  all  equipment. 


A  RING  GAME  AT  CITY  SPRINGS  SQUARE 

City  Springs,  a  small  square,  a  little  more  than  an  acre  in  area,  is  in  the  heart  of  the  most  congested 
section  of  Baltimore.    The  space  allotted  for  the  Playground  is  necessarily  small;  the  attendance  is  very 
large  and  six  Directors  are  required  to  care  for  the  children  during  the  summer  vacation.    This  play- 
ground is  open  throughout  the  year. 
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Until  the  fall  of  1911,  the  Association  was  not  able  to  carry  out  one  of  the 
objects  for  which  it  had  been  organized — "to  promote  the  physical  welfare  of 
girls  and  women."  The  importance  of  this  work  for  the  young  girls  cannot  be 
overestimated.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners, 
which  is  endeavoring  to  meet  the  great  demand  for  a  wider  use  of  the  school 
plant,  the  number  of  Recreation  Centres  can  be  increased,  and  some  substantial 
progress  made  toward  the  solution  of  the  difficult  problem  of  the  adolescent  girl.

A  Playground  without  a  trained  and  experienced  Director  is  of  doubtful 
benefit  to  the  neighborhood ;  and  the  rapid  development  of  the  recreation  move- 
ment has  created  a  demand  for  these  trained  leaders  which  nothing  but  a  Train- 
ing School  could  meet.  The  School  of  the  Children's  Playground  Association 
was  organized  in  1902.  It  has  furnished  Play  Directors  for  the  Baltimore  Play- 
grounds and  Recreation  Centres,  for  Institutions,  Schools,  and,  in  some  cases, 
for  out  of  town  positions. 

The  course  is  two  years,  but  many  graduates  continue  to  take  the  training- 
year  after  year  as  the  rapid  development  of  the  recreational  movement  necessi- 
tates a  constant  extension  of  the  field  of  instruction. 

No  examinations  are  required,  but  a  certain  standard  must  be  reached  before 
receiving  the  certificate  of  the  School.  The  first  year  students  serve  as  Assistants ; 
the  second  year  students  as  Directors. 

The  tuition  fee  is  $15.00  for  Juniors. 

10.00  for^Serfiors. 
5.00  for  Post  Graduates. 
3.00  for  Colored  Students. 

The  school  is  now  self-supporting.
